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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, it is unclear whose "inner peripheral center" is eccentric to an outer periphery 
of the preheat ring. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitied to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Comita et al (US 6,513,260). 

Comita shows the heat treatment apparatus for heating and vapor deposition of a wafer 
substrate claimed includes a susceptor, a preheat ring, a base with a pocket to support the preheat 
ring, and a heating apparatus. 

With respect to the inner peripheral center that is eccentric to the outer periphery of the 
preheat ring, having such off-centers would be inherently present when the present ring is 
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manufactured since a perfectly ideal ring cannot be made or it would have been obvious to have 
such off-centers as the result of the imperfect manufacturing process to make the preheat ring. 

As Comita shows on Figures 3 and 4, there is showing of the inner peripheral center of 
the preheat ring corresponding to the center of the susceptor, and the preheat ring having some 
gap with the base (284) upon which the preheat ring is supported. And, as the preheat ring is 
moved into the base, the distance between the inner peripheral center of the preheat ring is 
minimized as the preheat ring is positioned into the base. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hey et al (US 6,022,587), Carlson et al (US 5,421,957) and Thilderkvist et al (US 
6,489,241).
